Having sup ssed media owners: by incarcerating” ‘them, ‘robbing them of. their. 
facilities and taking steps to make sure that they are permanently silenced, the 
SUS ~Marcos dictatorship is now applying the carrot-and=stick method on disemployed 
media men. On the one hand, it attempts to terrorize them by indefinitely detain- ~ 
ing those it had seized Fight after the declaration of martial law, by. continuing 
to arrest a wide range of critics, and by blacklisting others from possible -reemploy~ 
ment. On the other hand, the fascist dictatorship is rewarding willing hacks with 
employment and substantial salaries and trying. to entice some of those who were 
thrown out of work because of martial law by expanding its own newspapers, magazines, 
radio and television networks and setting up a national and foreign | news agency. 
Needless to say, the few who take ‘such offers because they have to earn a living are

Compared with other Manila paper s which were sold at 25 to 30 centavos per 
copy before they were forced out of the streets by martial law, the Daily Express 
started, for ev y 40-page copy, at a price of 10 centavos” in Greater Manila and 
15 centavos in the _ peorinces. The printing cost. per copy was 29 “centavos, and at. 
10 centavos a ‘ive centavos went to the newspaper and the other five 
centavos to the newsdealer and newsboy. And though it was getting a few centavos 
more per copy in the ‘provinces, the Daily Frpress was losing an estimated #38 ,000 
a day by Che time it reached its alleged — -premartial law circulation ‘of 163, 000. 
These losses would have reached Fl0 million for ‘the year 1972 alone had the fascist 
aietator Marcos, not declared martial law. It is: obvious then that the setting up
